Boston, August 6. — (United 
News.)—Judge Webster Thayer “was 
indiscreet in conversation with out- 
siders”’ during the Sacco-Vanzetti 
trial, in *he unanimous opinion of 
the advisory committee that assisted 
Governor Alvan T. Fuller in investi- 
gating the world-famous murder case. 

This was disclosed in the 10,000- 
word report of the committee to the 
governor, made public here late to- 
day. 

The committee believed, however, 
that the judge’s indiscretion had no 
bearing on the fairness of the trial, 
and agreed with Governor Fuller that 
the men were guilty and that there 
was no sufficient ground for a new 


trial. 
dudge Was Indiscreet. 

“From all that has come to us,” 
the report sald, “we are forced to 
conclude that the judge was indis- 
creet in conversation with outsiders 
during the trial. , 

“He ought not to have talked 
about the case off the bench, and 
doing so Was @ grave breach of offi- 
cial decorum. 

“But we do not believe “that fd 
used some of the exp s attrib- 
uted to him, and we think that there 
ia exaggeration in what the persons 
to whom he spoke remember. 

“Furthermore, we believe that 
such indiscretions in conversation did 
not affect hig conduct at the trial or 
the opinions of the jury, who, in- 
deed, so stated to the committee. 

. Committee's Decision. 

The committee unanimously de- 
cided that: 

1—There was no convincinf evi- 
dence that the trial was unfair. 

2—The judge endeavored, and en- 
deavored successfully, to give the de 
fendants a fair trial. 

8—The district attorney was in no 
way guilty of unprofessional be 
havior—that he conducted the prose- 
cution -vigorousty but not § im- 
properly. 

4—The jury, “a capable, imBar- 
they were instructed, “well and truly 
try and true deliverance make.” 


5—The “confession” Celestine 
Madeiros (which if confirmed would 
exonerate Sacco and Vanzetti) was 
a flimsy, inconsistent fabrication. un- 
worthy of any serious consideration 
in connection with the care. 

6—There was “nothing in the na- 
ture of a concealment by the prose- 
cution of evidence thet it believed 
valuable for the defense.

In his book, “The Rough Rider, 
Theodore Roosevelt wrote: “General 
Wood combined in a very high degree 
the qualities of entire manhood with 
uprightness and cleamiess, of ‘vhar- 
acter. He is a man of high ideals, 
who scorns anything mean: and base,

tridges was found in Sacco’s pockets 
on his arrest. It is trne that the 
expert, Hamilton, deposed that*® in 
these cartridges the knurls were true 
with the axis of the bullet, while in 
the fatal bullet they were at an angle 
of three degrees, which led him to 
believe that they must have been 
manufactured at different. times. But 
the expert, Robinson, himself a ball- 
istic engineer in the Winchester fac- 
tory where these bullets were made, 
wholly refuted this statement by 
showing that the fatal bullet was so 
deformed that it was impossible to 
determine its original axis within 
three degrees and that the Winches- 
ter company had never. manufactured 
bullets with knurls not parallel to 
their axes. Such a coincidence of the 
fatal bullet and those found on Sacco 
would, if accidental, certainly be ex-

There is still a large quan- 
tity of tobacco in the field. The farm- 
ers are busy harvesting and curing, 
which accounts for the light sales 
after the opening day. It is very like- 
ly that the sales next week will be 
light on account of so many farmers 
trying to finish curing. The crop this 


. year is more than a month later than 


usial. This condition is likely to 
enuse the markets to be crowded after 
the middle of this month. 

A large quantity of the tobaceo that 
has been cured out is not in the best 
condition to sell. 

Tobacco improves greatly if allow- 
ed to remain in the bujJk at least two 
or three weeks after curing. The 
sreen will run out and the color be- 
comes more uniform. The tobacco 
farmers are aware of this fact and are 


in no burry to rush their tobacco on 


the markets. 

We are giad to see that most of the 
farmers are allowing their tobacco re- 
main bulked down until it is in good 
condition to sell. In this way they 
will be able to get a much better price 
for it than if the tobacco is rushed to 
the market soon after it is cured. 

Most of the farmers aré taking more 
eare than usual to keep their tobacco 
dry and not allowing it to get too bigh 
in order.

mer resort, eight miles from here, in 
ante-bellum days a widely known and 
patronized retreat for statesmen and 
business men, today is a heap of 
wreckage. The age-old edifices of the 
once aristocratic playground were 
destroyed by laborers employed for 
the work. A. new and modern health 
and recreational resort will spring up 
in their stead. 

The springs take their name from 
Johnathan Richard Bailey, who in 
1819, the year Alabama became a 
state, found:d the resort. It was in 
tha: year that Johnathan Bailey. bav- 
in, homesteaded the property at the 
site, noted the curative properties of 
the waters of the springs, and rode 
on horseback 150 miles to Nashville, 
Tenn., to have the waters tested by 
experts. The resort soon grew to south- 
wide prominence and was visited by 
the aristocracy of the nation.

Modernized Equipment. 


The principal contribution as set 
forth in the presentation is the demon- 
stration made on the company’s. prop- 
erty of “The Good Business of Good 
Service.”

Weekly Expert Review 
English Cotton Market 


BY F. W. TATTERSALL. 

Manchester, England, July 26,—(By 
Mail.)—A more encouraging tone 
has prevailed throughout the Man- 
chester market. The hardening ten- 
dency in American eotton prices has 
forved out a larger demand in piece 
goods,- and although numerous offers 
from abroad, particularly frem India, 
have had to-be sent back for re- 
vision, an improved turnover has been 
recorded. 

Calcutta remains the most disap- 
pointing market. Shippers who deal 
with that outlet have reported only 
a small inquiry and even when offers 
have been received from the other side 
they have been mostly from 10 to 15 
per cent below the Lancashire manu- 
facturers’ price. In the circumstances, 
it is only natural that a small frade 
has resulted. During the past day 
or two, however, there has been 
rather more demand in light cloths, 
chiefly dhooties and some of the 
bids are getting nearer. Inquiry has 
been met with for Karachi, Ronibay 
and Madras and occasional sales have 
resulted. ‘The feature of interest has 
been the broadening in the demand 
fer China. ‘All classes of standard 
makes have been wanted—grey and 
white shirtings, sheetings, printed and 
dyed goods and fancies. Most of the 
offers, of course, have had to be sent 
back for revision, but manufacturers 
have been encouraged by this larger 
demand. If China traders operated on 
a freer scale, India would very soon 
enter the market. There has also been 
a fair trade done in printing and fin- 
ishing yarns for Egypt and the Near 
East, with moderate support by Java 
and Singapore. A steady trade has 
taken place in fine fabrics and speci- 
ality makes for the Continent. 

With regard to the yarn’ section, 
members of the Cotton Yarn associa- 
tion are still holding out for the mini- 
mum prices with the result that these 
firms which represent about 75 per 
cent of the American ‘section, are only 
able to book small orders, Stocks are 
accumulating in first hands; but so 
far there is no disposition to break 
away from the minimum prices scheme. 
Spinners outside the aasociation have 


‘ booked orders on a pretty ffee scale, 


and the majority of these concerns are 
able to work full time and are making 
satisfactory profits. 

Speaking at the half-yearly meet-

Another dapger 
is that prices may become inelastic 
in operation and so choke off at birth 
a potential return to larger demand 
which may be deflected elsewhere. 
‘There can be no permanent advantage 
for the Lancashire cotton trade in 
any policy which does not have for 
its ultimate object the return to full 
time. working at the earliest possible 
moment. It is certain that there is 
a large potential demand for cotton 
goods in many parts of the world, and 
it will materialize with a. gradual re- 
covery of world trade and world pros- 
perity. We can only take advantage 
of it on a basis free from undue re- 
strictions.” 

The above remarks made by W. 
E. Thompson clearly reflect the mind 
of the Manchester shipper and, mer- 
chant who strongly resent the arti- 
ficial increase in prices advocated by 
the Cotton Yarn association. 

An average dividend of 8.63 per 
cent per annum was paid by 23 Lan- 
cashire cotton spinning companies for 
the three months ended June. A simi- 
lar average was paid by the same com- 
panies for the previous quarter. 

For the six months ended June 49 
companies paid an average of 2.96 per 
eent against 2.78 for the half-year 
ended December 31, 1926. 

At 173 for the average on July 15 
(the ‘highest weekly figure thig¢ year), 
the Cotton Trade Review (Manchester, 
England) index number of raw cotton, 
yarn .and cloth prices is 38 points 
higher than on December 31, 1926, 
when the figure was 135. The rise 
on the month is 11 points. Only July 
16, 1926, the index was 163. 

The July 31, 1914 prices are taken 
as the basis (100). The jump in 
Egyptian cotton prices has raised the 
index 32 points to 231 and Egyptian 
yarn is up 3 points at 175. American 
cotton and American yarn are 8 and 
6 points higher at 145 and 162, re- 
spectively, and cloth has advanced 
4 points to 152.

WEEVIL . PEST LIGHT 
IN’ NORTH GEORGIA 


While other sections of Georgia are 
suffering from the heaviest boll weevil 
infestation that the department of en- 
tomology has ever known, northern 
Georgia is ‘suffering comparatively lit- 
tle from the cotton pest, J. R. Maness, 
field agent for the state board of ento- 
mology, said today. 

Dr. Maness has just returned from 
an extensive study of the situation 
in north Georgia, and while there is 
a light infestation of the boll weevil, 
he reports that the crop is safe as 
long as the farmers of the section 
continue applying the control methods 
they have been using in the past. 

owever, we did not ex to find 
many boll weevils at this time of 
year,” Dr. Maness said. “There are 
two months during which cotton in 
north Georgia is exposed to weevil in- 
festation more than at any other pe- 
riod. These two months are before 
the farmers of Georgia, and they 
should be very diligent in their watch 
for the heavier appearar.ce of the 
pest, and be prepared to exert great 
efforts to stamp it out should any 
danger arise.” 


Yet Enough Time. 


Should the fight against the pest 
be allowed to cease, and should con- 
ditions for the boll weevil continue as 
favorable as they are at present, there 
is yet sufficient time for the pest to 
destroy at least 50 per cent of the en- 
tire crop even in the section of the 
state where the infestation now is 
light, Dr. Maness said. 

While he was in Rome a thorough 
inspection of the state’s farm school 
was made, Dr. Maness reported, and 
conditions were found better than 
have existed in many years. 

“In fact,” the field agent continued, 
“should, the grain crop prove to be 
as large as is expected, it will be nec- 
essary for them to tear down: their 
barns and build greater in order’ to 
save this year’s crop.” 

Dr.. Maness is planning a trip to 
Augusta next week, during which con- 
ditions in that section will be thors 
oughly studied, he said. 


Report of Dun 
Shows Decline 
In July Failures 


Following the seasonal tendency, the 
number of commercial failures in the 
United States declined during July, a 
total of 1,756 being reported to R. 
G. Dun & Co. This marks the fourth 
consecutive monthly reduction, and 
the decreases from the 2,465 defaults 
of last January—the high point for 
this year—approximates 29 per cent. 
Comparing with the 1,833 insolvents 
of June, the present number is smaller 
by about 47-3 per cent, but it is 91-5 
per cent above the 1,605 failures of 
July, 1926. In considering the in- 
erease over the total for that period, 
however, some allowance should be 
made for the larger number of firms 
and individuals now engaged in busi- 
ness, which naturally enhances the 
possibilities of financial embarrass- 
ment, 

In contrast with the decline in num- 
ev of commercial defaults last month 
from the total for June, the liabilities 
show a considerable rise, owing to 
some large insolvencies. Thus, the 
July indebtedness of $43,149,974 is 
about 25 per cent above the amount 
for the immediately preceding month, 
the increase being principally in the 
classification embracing agents, brok- 
ers, real estate, ete. The liabilities 
involved by the manufacturing fail- 
ures also exceed those of June, where- 
as the aggregate for the trading divi- 
sion decreased. The present indebted- 
ness is the largest since last April. 
when about $53,000,000 was reported.

BREAKS IN NEWS 
CONFUSES MARKETS 


New York, August 6.—(4)—Finan- 
cial and commodity markets were 
thrown into confusion this week by 
a series of important developments, the 
consequences of which will not be defi- 
nitely determined for months. First, 
there was ihe announcement of Presi- 
dent Coolidge that he did not choose 
to be a candidate in 1928; second, 
the reduction in rediscount rates by 
the New York federal reserve and 
other central institutions; third, ad- 
journment of the Geneva conference 
without reaching an agreement, and 
fourth, changes in the crop outlook 
forecast by the extension of black rust 
damage in the wheat belt and the more 
favorable weather for cotton. 

The stock market had completed a 
string of 20 sessions of almost steadily 
rising price movements when the presi- 
dent’s announcement caused a crash of 
3 to 16 points at the opening on Wed- 
nesday. The recovery was even more 
sensational, stimulated by the easier 
credit conditions wiping out practical- 
ly all of the losses and sending scores 
of isssues to new high*ground. Then 
came the traditional. “selling on the 
good nets” which developed into a 
sharp reaction late Friday, and con- 
siderable irregularity in the closing 
session of the week. 

In view of the decline in other

ardized furnit@re which goes into: it 
and the conventional arrangement 
generally adopted. Moreover, the 
architecture of the room seldom varies. 
a large doorway or a pair of French 
doors usually leading into the living 
room, a single door opening into the 
kitchen and another into the sunroom 
Of course a group of windows takes 
up the center of another wall, leaving 
only one wall for the furniture, and 
part of it even has to he allowed for 
door development. If the windows are 
small and placed high on the wall all 
in a row, the decorator’s initiative is 
still further restricted, as the space 
below the windows is meant for the 
buffet. To add to his or her woes 
the room will probably be rather dark. 
difficult to ventilate and altogether 
gloomy; the draperies. by means of 
which variety and individuality can 
be introduced into the dining room 
will, in this case, add but little to the 
decorative scheme. 


During the last few weeks we have 
been studying, the various principles 
of. interior decoration; let us now see 
how they can be applied to the treat- 
ment of dining rooms, so as to obviate 
as far as possible, the drawbacks just 
mentioned. 

Suitability First. 

First, of course, comes the test of 
suitability which eliminates all furni- 
ture pieces, fabrics and accessories 


which do not exactly fit in with the 


style and size of the room. And right 
here is the first. step towards in- 
dividuality for, obviously, the dining 
room in a farm house will. be very 
different from that of a city apart- 
ment, Spanish bungalow or stately 
colonial residence. 

The next consideration in planning 
the dining room is color. There is no 
stich thing as a.“dining room color,” 
although certain light pastel tones. 
such as‘flesh pink, orchid and laven- 
der, are seldom appropriate: common 
sense and suitability should help us 
in our selection. am inclined to 
advocate two-color schemes: one for 
winter, based on warm, sunny cheer- 
producing hues; the other for sum. 
mer which, on the contrary. calls for 
cool, restful effects. 

Color For Cheerfulness. 

When this is not possible, it is pre 
ferable to. avoid either extreme and to 
emphasize the cheerful, rather than 
the restful note, lest on dull cloudy 
days the latter should degenerate into 
gloom. First, then, we must make 
sure of sufficient light; if the win- 
dows are large and open toward the 
south, well and good, for you have 
your choice of most colors except the 
oranges and deep yellows; 1 recom- 
mend a wallpaper having large floral 
designs on a créam background, as 
this combines the warm and cold 
colors and ensures a cheerful atmos- 
phere at all times. Charming panels 
can be outlined with picture molding 
and floral paper or toile hung inside 
the panels: this is particularly at- 
tractive with light colored woodwork | 
In southern climates, the backgroun¢ | 
of the paper may be light turquois« | 
blue, a soft green or a pearl gray, and! 
the same color will be used for the. 
walls outside the panels and for the 
woodwork. .. * , 

Yellow Is Sunshine Color, 

In the case of a room facing north, 
or one whose. windows.are very small 
as for instance a: row of small case- 
ments over the ‘buffet, use yellow 
cream or ivory as the background of 
the room, with very. light yellow or 
ivory ceiling and: light-colored wood- 
work; avoid large patterns on wall- 
paper; an indistinct self-tone design 
in the yellow. scale is best. The colors 
to use in connection with the domi- 
nant hue vary according to the colors 
in the adjoining room, the preferences 
of the’ family and the color of the 
furniture destined for the room if 
previously purchased; but the colors 
finally selected should either contrast 
or harmonize with the dominant hue; 
they must not clash! 

Center of Interest First. 


In arranging the furniture, try first 
to. create a center of interest and to 
make it different from the usual 
scheme in at least. one particular. It 
is often built round the buffet on ac- 
count of its size and central position 
against the only wall space. In this 
case, build np the decoratian abore it 
by means of a good colorful piece of 
tapestry or India print (never use 
objects of mediocre artistic value for 
motifs which are meant to focus the 
interest). This device. however, is 
not advisable if the walls are already 
hung with floral paper; in this 
ease, picture groups or a handsome 
mirror (not. the trite horizontal af- 
fair) will help to solve the problem. 
Try. to combine the wall decoration 
with that on top of the buffet: let 
the scarf or three-piece set emphasize 
one of the room colors and do not 
hesitate to invest some of your furni- 
ture money in ‘one or two pieces of

anything that your own imagination 
may suggest; visit a good store, you

father’s clock; besides, one or more of 
these pieces may be painted and deco- 
rated. Indeed, the whole dining room 
may be’ painted; or decorated maple 
may. be obtained with a light green or 
peacock blue chintz paper; and if we 
decide to. be unconventional, why not 
place the dining room table, especially 
if it has a‘ dropleaf, against the wall 
or near the window, instead of giving 
it-the middle of the floor? I am a 
contrary person and if the architect 
has placed’ a row of high windows 
on one side of the room to warn me 
that the buffet should go there, I at 
once’ try to lodge it elsewhere, while 
under the windows I arrange a group 
of my own, devising. 

Wall lights are very good in. the 
dining room as elsewhere, but there 
must be a light over the table as peo- 


'the light, so that there would be a 
peculiar sense of discomfort among the 
dinner guests if it fell from behind 


The style of fixture usually adopted 
is a cluster of upstanding candles with 
shaded globes. Elegance and sim- 
plicity are best here, as the fixture 
should remain inconspicuous; simple 
silk or parchment shades are used 
over each globe, matching the shields 
on the wall brackets. There will he 
many occasions, however, when the 
central cluster will remain unlighted 
while the old-time candles in their 
silver or crystal holders will shed their 
living mellow radiance voer a festive 
table. : 

Flowers in the dining room are al- 
ways desirable; they should be fresh 
needless to say, and in the room colors 
unless a dash of some brilliant hue is 
wanted for accent; artificial flowers 
suggest accumulated dust and are not 
dainty enough for this part of the 
house.

Most of us h freguemyiz opeerved 
the breezes of i. fan holding flies 
at bay in bake shops and other places 
where foods are displayed, but I doubt 
whether many of us have ever thought 
of applying the process for our own.

At home—it being a place where 
mosquitoes are plentiful—we are pro- 
tected by screens and, never having 
had to fight flies, I did not realize 
what an effort it might bé. Having 
tired of my own very comfortable 
abode, I prevailed upon my™“husband 
to take a place for the summer up in 
the hills. We did and rented our own 
house to people who had evidently 
gained previous experience with hills.

The owner of our house in the hills 
assured us that screens were not a 
necessity there because there were 
absolutely no mosquitoes, and, ques- 
tioned about flies, she said there were 
“not many.’’ Everything being rela- 
tive one cannot accuse her of inten- 
tional misrepresentation, but I am 
here to say there proved to be too 
many flies for me.

“After dinner I dressed quickly, and 
then to the new playhouse where the 
‘Constant Nymph’ was running... We 
were tense every*’moment from curtain 
to curtain. The biggest syprise is 
that every actress is perfect, even if 
her part is a line. One feels it-all 
so. They did not ruin Sanger’s. cir- 
cuit for me one bit.. Of course, we 
had to pack after we returned to the 
Royal Court. Ann Lane had been to 
see the Russian ballet with Ellen 
Wolff. The theater costs about $2.25 
in American money for very good seats, 

“This morning we were called at 
7:3: o'clock, and left our precious 


hotel at 9 o’clock for the boat train to 
Dover. The train took about one 
hour and three-quarters, and the boat 
at Dover was so small for th> crowds 
they put on it, but praise be, it was.a 
glorious time—the second good sunny 
day since we left New York. We left 
at 1 o’clock and our crowd had already 
eaten lunch in the first sitting on boat 
at 12 o'clock. We sat around most 
of the afternoon on top deck and got 
sunburned. The channel was’ wob- 
bly and we rolled considerably. but 
none of us were violently ill. Ellen 
Wolff and I had tea on the boat 
alone, and a glass of port wine. 


“We came into Ostend at 4:45 
o’clock, and it is a lovely vlace—a 
very popular water resort. The wag- 
ons they undress in were c~ :the beach, 
and all seemed very gay. Going 
through the Belgium customs took so 
long, with everyone pushing, ete., that 
we were d.-d when we sank on the 
train for Brussels, which left at 
7:30 o’clock this evening. Ann wane 
and I have a most adorable room 
with balcony fronting the court of the 
same hotel where Lindbergh stayed 
when here. They have his autograph 
ed photograph here.

A celery potage, 
sole with tartar sauce, asparagus tips 
with dressing (funny way the salad 
before the meat). veal with lettuce 
and French dressing, followed by rum 
ice cream with tutti frutti in it. This 
is also my very most favorite hotel.”

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| Pol. McIntosh Forms Subject 
| Of D. A. R. Official Page 


= The pages. of Georgia history are 
= fall of ibe os loits of brave men but 
~. the action of Colonel John McIntosh in 
~ defending Fort Morris, a small strong- 
hold some 350 yards south of Sun- 
bury. is worthy of mention along with 
the deeds of other heroes more gener- 
— known and appreciated by the 
public. 


On this occasion Colonel McIntosh 
comanded 127 continental troops to- 
gether with some militia and a few 
citizens of Sunbury. The British com-/ 
mander with some troops equipped 
with light artillery, cannon and mor- 
tars was operating in conjunction with 
an armed ship in the river. His dis- 
positions having been made the Brit- 
ish commander called on Colonel Mc- 
Intosh to surrender and prom that 
the citizens of the parish ld re- 
main in the peaceable possession of 
their property. Under the circum- 
stances, a man less determined than 
Colonel McIntosh might have found 
many good reasons for complying with 
this demand. This was a critical period 
in Georgia. for after the surrender of 
Burgoyne tbe British war office had 
fletermined, in an effort to quiet the 
uproar in England, to start a cam- 
paign in the south and as quickly as 
possible conquer the colonies of Geor- 
gia and South Carolina. Operating out 
of East Florida General Prevost did 
finally succeed in capturing Savan- 
nah, Sunbury and Angusta and re- 
instgted Sir James Wright as royal 
governor. It was due, however, to 
such firmness as was displayed by 
Colonel McIntosh that time wag gain- 
ed which enabled the armies in the; 
north to begin their successful opera- 
tions, 

The following notes were exchanged 
between Colonel Fuser and Colone! 
McIntosh: 


Sir: You cannot be ignorant that 
four armies are in motion to reduce 
this province. One is already under 
the guns of your fort, and may be 
joined when think proper, by Col- 


_ onel Prevost who is now at the Mid- 


way Meeting house. The resistance 
ben can, or intend to make will only 
wing destruction upon this country. 
fn the contrary, if you will deliver 


me the fort which you command, lay 
down your arms and remain neuter 


until the fate of America is determin- 
ed, you shall, as well as all the in- 
habitants of this parish, remain’ in 
peaceable possession of your property. 
Your answer, which I expect in an 
hour's time, will determine the fate 
af this country, whether it is to be 
iaid in ashes, or remain as above pro- 


I am, Sir, Your Most obedient, etc., 
. V. BUSER,

A little more than 25 years ago on the 
nineteenth day of enggees 2 | (General 
Lee’s birthday), Miss ‘‘Milly’’ Rutherford 
came over from Athens to bestow crosses 
of honor upon several of our Walton county 
veterans. After eloquent addresses made by 
Mies Rutherford aod the iate Hon. J. E. 
Nunnally, bimself a Confederate soldier, who 
had sacrificed a for the cause, and 
Colanel George M. Napier, the present at- 
tormey general of Georgia, whose father had 
been a gallant captain in the war, Miss 
“‘Milly’’ organised our first chapter ‘United 
Daughters’ Confederacy,'’ com of about 
18 or 4 ladies. Im deference to the many 
veterans of the county then living, the or- 
nization was calied the ‘“‘Walton County 
apter, U. D. C.”’ 


Mre. J. E. Nunnally was chosen presi- 
dent; Mre. Lena Felker Lewis, secretary- 
treasurer, and Mrs. W. H. Nunnally, his- 
torlan. Leoking back now it seems strauge 
that our enthusiasm should have so waned, 
that after a few years this, our first U. 
D. ©. chapter, should have passed into the 
realm of things that were. 


In 18914, however, owing to the efforts

Nun- 
nally, chaplain, the two |jatter continuing 
in office up to the present time. 


ogy | the 13 years of its existence our 
Henry LD. McDaniel chapter, U. D. C., has 
been one of the most active in the state, 
contributing to afl the causes sponsored by 
our state and southern organization and en- 
tering whole-heartedly into every plan leok- 
ing to the enlightenment of our people, 
especially along southern historical lines. 
In this connection we bave collected and 
sent out to our state historian several type- 
written personal reminiscences of our ¢ounty 
veterans.

Bartow 
Memorial.”” Last year our chapter bad the 
honor of winning the flag in token of hav- 
ing made all the points comprising the 
standard of excellence and being placed 
upon the honor roll of our state organiza- 
tion, 

Our chapter has the unique distinction of 
baving upon its roll the name of a lady who 
was born and reared north of Mason and 
Dixon line and some of whose ancestors were 
gallant soldiers in the Union army, but so 
enamored has she become since living in the 
south, with its traditions and its people, 
that our chapter felt it was honoring itself 
in thus bonoring her by electing Mrs. W. P.

Romance of a Fiag. 

A beautiful spring Gey in 1861, and a 
large crowd has asvembiled on the public 
square in the little village of Monree, Wal- 
ton county, Georgia! What is the mean- 
ing of these waving banners, these notes 
of a brass band, these cheers? Doubtless 
similar scenes are being enacted in every 
county site in our fair southland on this 
baimy day in April, 1861. 

Already the tocsin of war had sounded 

and companies. regiments and armies were 
rapidly gathering. ready to march north- 
ward, eager to strike for home and native 
land. Already the angel of ace had filed 
in dismay from the land a the lurid de- 
mon of war was waiting to swoop down- 
ward upen the smiling fields of the south, 
and ere long the roar of the cannon would 
displace the cheerful sounds of peaceful 
industry. The great war between the states 
had already begun! 
Among the first to answer the call of 
the southland was a band of Walton county 
jyouths, the very flower of the land. At 
the very first call to arma, these Walton 
county boys had expressed a willingness 
te den the jacket of gray and to march 
away to fight for freedom. This explains 
the meaning of the enthusiastic crowd 
gathered in the peaceful little village of 
Monroe. This noble band of Walton county 
heroes, from henceforth to be known as 
Company HH, had assembied in Monroe. 
the county site of Welton, to bid sdieuw to 
their loved anes and friends, to receive their 
marching orders, and to start on their way 
to become a part of the Eleventh Georgia 
Regiment 

The patriotic women ef Monree, skilled 
im the very finest needlework, had made 
a beautiful banner of crimson and gold, 
bearing the name of the company and regi- 
ment and this flag was on thie April dary 
te be presented to the company on behalf 
of the citisens of Monroe. 

One of Monroe's fairest daughters. a 
young woman of beauty. charm and intel- 
lect, had been chosen to present the fiac 
te Company FH. and as the lovely brown- 
ered girl of 19 summers stepped forward 
and with butrieg words of patriotism pre- 
sented the crimson benner to the Walton 
county beys, little did she dream of the 
long, dreary months that would elapse ere 
‘the flag would be returned to Monroe. Little

Company H marched away on that bright 
April day, aud many a morn did wax and 
wane ere the boys returned to their homes 
in Walton county, Some of them have never 
returned, but are sleeping underneath the sod 
of old Virginia! 

The crimson flag followed our . soldier 
boys throughout the early battles of the 
war, and after a time became ‘the battie- 
flag of the Regiment. ‘Meahwhile the peo 
ple at home worked, prayed and waited for 
the war to cease. There was no, Red 
Crosse in those days, but the women of 
Monroe would gatber to sew and knit and 
make surgical supplies, as far’as they were 
able, for the boys in the armies of Vir- 
ginia, Tenvessee and . elsewhere. 


Meauwhile*fhe gallant young First Liev- 
tenant, Henry D. McDaniel, bas been pro- 
moted several times and is now Major of his 

ent. A uniform battle flag bas been 
adopted and the flag of this little romance 
bas been presented to Major McDaniel. 
Not caring toe see it destroyed, the young 
major has sent the fiag to his father, Colonel 
I. 0. McDaniel, one of Atlanta's most dis 
tinguished citizens. 

And what of the little brown-eyed Georgia 
giri who bade her lover adieu. on fhat 
spring day of 18617 She still works and 
waits and watches. Frequently letters are 
interchanged through. flag of truce, and she 
knows that her lover is still true to her and 
both long for the time when arms shal] be 
laid down, and the soldier boy may return 
to his Georgia home. 

Suddenly the letters came no more and 
the sad news came that the gallant young 
major had been killed in battle. For weeks 
it did seem that.it was impossible for him 
to live. He was almost mortally wounded 
in the Battle of Gettysburg and was left 
on the field to die. He himself felt that 
the end was near and dgirected that . his 
personal effects be sent to his father: in 
Georgia, and also that some token of love 
be sent to his sweetheart in Monroe. Mean- 
while bis loved oneg and friends in bis far- 
eff Georgia home mourned for him as dead. 

The following extract is taken from an 
article written by’ the gifted Henry W. 
Grady at the time that Major McDaniel 
was elected governor of Georgia. 

‘I have before me a letter from 8. E. 
Keller, of Baltimore, in which there is an 
interesting story. Mr. Keller writes that 
he lived during the war near Funkstown, 
Md. As Lee was retreating from Gettys- 
barg @ sharp skirmish occurred in front 
of his home. While the fight was raging 
a wounded Confederate officer was brought 
into the yard and laid of the pavement. 
He was horribly wounded in the. stomach. 
His death wis considered certain and’ this 
fact was announced to him. He replied 
very deliberately, ‘Dulce est decorum patria 
moni’—I am in the hands of my Maker. 
and a southern soldier knows bow to die. 

Mr. Kellery adds that the scene made a 
profound impression on him and he had 
often wondefed what hecame of the brave 
Confederate. who was shortly afterward re- 
moved from his house. He says ‘Hts name 
was McDaniel: He was major of a Geor- 
gia regiment and had an impediment in 
his speech. I bave seen that @ man named 
McDaniel is elected governor of your state, 
and I thought he might know something 
of the matter of which I have written.‘ 

Governor McDaniel avas himself the Geor- 
gia major allnded-to, and Dr. Roach, of 
(Atianta) was the Confederate 
surgeon whose prompt and skillfnl treat- 
ment saved the governor from death, as by 
a miracle. The governor still suffers from 
the effects of the wound, and day and night 
wears a plate that fits over the spot at 
which the bullet entered. If. this plate 
were displaced by accident, fatal, certainly 
serious results might follow.” 

Major McDaniel was critically 1 at the 
home of Dr. Rowe, in Baltimore, M4d., for 
three months. When he had recovered suf- 
ficiently to be removed he was carried along 
with other prisoners of war to Johnson's 
island, and for more than two years was 
a prisoner there, enduring all manner of 
hardships and privations. The loved ones 
at home bad been notified that he was still 
living and were Jonging for the time of 
his return. 

Major McDaniel’s father, who was a citi- 
zen of Atlapta during the war, often told 
of the time when he looked over the rvins 
of Atlanta after Shermap and his army had 
marched through Georgia, leaving behind a 
trail of ruin and desolation. Imagine, if 
you ¢an, the feelings of this noble old 
Georgian when he thought of his oldest 
sou desperately wounded and in a northern 
ee when he thought of his second son. 

anders McDaniel, killed in battle in Vir- 
ginia; when he thought of his two younger 
sons, Egbert and Ira, as missing, and now 
his beloved city, Atlanta, ravaged by the 
cruelties of war! 

There were many exchanges of prisoners 

between the northern and southern armies 
and among those recommended for erx- 
change was Major McDaniel. The surgeon 
(Union) in whose care he bad been placed 
had become very. much interested in him 
and had urged that he be among those ex- 
changed, more expecially because of bis in- 
firmity. He had told Major McDaniel of 
his recommendation and as the names of the 
prisoners to be exchanged were called eut, 
one by one, the hopes of the young soldier 
ran high. Bitter was his disappoi:tment 
when the Net was completed and he was 
not among those to be exchanged. 
; The surgeon afterward explained to Major 
McDaniel the reason for this. While the 
prison officials knew he could never again 
do actual fighting, they realized that his 
services would be valuable to the Confed- 
eracy in some capacity to have him ex- 
changed. 

At the close of the war Major McDaniel 
returned to Georgia and to Monroe. Previous 
to the war he had begun the practice of law 
and upen his return to Monroe he resumed 
this practice and up toe the time of his 
mtn sing my —_ active A ge he was Mon-

“The guarantec protects the 
user against defects in materials 
workmanship, not against n 
cidents or abuse,” Mr. Cullum con- 
tinued, “and the expert on tire ad- 
justmente can tell usually at a glance 
which is the cause of the trouble— 
premature tire wear often blamed by 
a thoughtless car owner on the ma- 
terial and workmanship of the tire, 
can arise from several otber causes.” 

“The greatest internal wear will 
result from under inflation. which 
weakens the body wall, while exces- 
sive loads greater than those recom- 
by the car or tire manufac 
turer will result in quick destruction 
of the tire.” 

“Wheels out of line and badly bent 
axles cause premature wear of the 
tread. Many people still do not real- 
ize the destructive results of running 


their automobiles in street car tracks, 


This practice tends to cut the tread 
and eventually even to sever the cords 
the carcass. 

“It is well to remember that tire 
manufacturers do not consider claims 
for tires in which substitutes for air 
are used or any composition has been 
injected into the inner tube to guard 
against punctures. It is to the best 
interests of car owners that the burden 
of tire adjustments should be proper- 
ly shared,” said Mr. Cullum in closing. 

“Just as the manufacturer must be 
responsible for defective goods so the 
car owner must take his medicine for 
his abuse and neglect.” Mr. Cullum 
says. “Only in this way can we avoid 
an increase in tire costs that would 
work an injustice upon those who 
take proper care of their tires and do 
not ask for special consideration.” 


CHAMPIONS DUPLICATE

A clean sweep of all the major 
European races conducted so far this 
season has again been registered by 
Champion spark plugs. According to 
officials of the company, this is ‘the 
fifth consecutive vear in which their 
products have ruled the race courses 
of Europe with an impressiveness 
equalled only by their dominance in 
America.

The New Ford Model Result 


Of Years’ Intricate Planning 


“Has Henry Ford adhered too long 
to the single model T.” is the ques- 
tion asked by Samuel Crowther in the 
August issue of The Magazine of 
Business. 

“Tt was known that the change to 
a new model must come some day. 
But when? That was the question.” 
And itt is this phase of the situation 
which Mr. Crowther analyses. 

“The designing of a new model of- 
fered little difficulty. For years the 
éxperimental laboratories at Dearborn 
have been turning out various sorts 
of cars under the direction of Mr. 
Ford and his engineers. as well as 
trying out all sorts of materials, The 
great problems of a new design were 
those of which the public never thinks 
—the methods of production and the 
ability to obtain the materials, 

“The ‘model T’ was produced to 
tgive individual transportation to ~ 
ple in general at a low price. The 
car was built to fill a need which 
Mr. Ford believed to exist and that 
belief appears to have been well found- 

. Fifteen million ‘model T” cars 
have been produced and it is thought 
that about 10,000,000 of them are 
still running.” 

Since the appearance of that “Mod- 

T.” says Mr. Crowther, many 
been made based upon 
the spread of mechanical know!l- 
edge throughout the country, the im- 

rovement of roads, and finally, the 
emand for “style” in cars. The final 
test as to the desirability for a com- 
plete change is that of volume of 
sales. The sales for last year did not 
show a much greater dip than be- 
tween 1923 and 1924.and the com- 
plete change was again postponed un- 
til the present year.

“If you have a mathematical turn 
of mind, you can estimate the work 
involved and the money cost of a 
complete new model, and then add to 
that the money lost during the time 
of production. That is not all. In de- 
signing for 2,000,000 units a year, 
one must make certain that the ma- 
terials can be obtained without crowd- 
ing the market. It has often been sug- 
gested that Ford cars would look bet-| 
ter 1f they were upholstered in Jeath- 
er. So they would—bot there are not 
enough cattle in the world to provide 
the leather!” . 

At the bottom of the fall of sales 
during the first half of the year, Mr. 
Crowther points out, is the fact that 
the Ford company ~is not making 
model T cars, but is preparing for the 
innovation in car industry’ which at 
some day will be written as an in- 
dustrial epic.

FACILITIES FOR INSANE 


Incarceration in county jails, no 


matter how well conducted, offers no 
hope for improvement of Géorgia’s in- 
sane men and women, whose condition 
demands the most skilled medical 
treatment, it. was stated Saturday in 
Atlanta by Dr. R. C. Swint, superin- 
tendent of the Georgia State sanitari- 
um, who paid a visit to the state 
eapitol. 

“Since it became necessary, two 
weeks ago. to. refuse admission to 
further applicants at the state sani- 
tarium,” said Dr. Swint, “the ordi- 
naries of several counties have found 
it necessary to commit insane persons 
to jail. We greatly deplore the fact, 
but there is nothing else to be done 
until additional space is provided for 
them at the Milledgeville sanitarium. 

“Insanity is not a crime, but a dis- 
ease, and must be treated as such. In 
its first stages, it can often be cured, 
or a patient's condition greatly im- 
proved. But this cannot be done ex- 
cept under the best of circumstances. 
Scientifie treatment, hygienic quarters, 
pleasant surroundings and contacts, all 
these are necessary. Confinement in 
jail can but make the condition of 
insane persons worse: in some cases 
it might mean the difference between 
curing a patient and making him hope- 
lessly insane.” 

The trustees of the sanitarium are 
urging the genera] assembly to provide 
additional space, 
the establishment of a separate sani- 
tarium for tbe 1,700 negro patients 
now confined at the institution.

Enthuses Over | 
South Pole Trip|

Asheville, N. C., August 6.—(4)— 
Floyd Bennett, whose hand piloted the 
first plane in history to fly across the 
north pole, sees nothing foolhardy 
about the flight he and Commander 
Richard E. Byrd are planning into 
the Antarctic, although he admits. that 
‘it is infinitely more hazardous than 


the north pole trip. 

Limping just a trifle from his re- 
cent serious injury. Bennett appear- 
ed in excellent spirits as he talked in 
eager anticipation of the south pole 
flight. 

When the flight. will be made, he 
does not -know. Preliminary work 
now being done by him in‘ collabora- 
tion with Commander Byrd will prob- 
ably take months to complete. he in- 
dicated, although rapid progress has 
been made within the last few weeks. 
Commander Byrd has recently been 
personally in congultation with Edsel 
Ford. one of the backers wf the north 
pole flight and. has the assurance that 
the young president of the Ford com- 
pany will lend substantial aid. 

But. he said, there are more things 
than finance to attend to. 

“This south pole flight.” Mr. Ben- 
nett explained, “will be infinitely more 
hazardous than the flight to the north 
pole, Aside from the tremendous dis- 
tance we have to travel, there is the 
problem of topography. he north 
pole lies beneath a bay of ice: there 
is no land about; but the south pole 
lies up more than 10,000 feet upon a 
gigantic plateau which is dotted 
everywhere with tewering mountain 
peaks. If the weather is perfectly 
clear, such as we had fof the: north 
pole flight, these’ mountains would 
present a very small problem: but if, 
while flying south. we should hit a 
blinding snowstorm or a dense fog, 
or other storm, there lurks the danger 
always of flying squarely into one of 
these massive, snow covered peaks. 
We tan not fly over one, once we are 
upon if.”

NEW ROADS, BRIDGES 


At the present time there’s approxi- 


mately $62,000,000 being expended on 
bridges and other highway improve- 
ments along The Old Spanish Trail 
in order that this great trans-conti- 
nental route may ld its own with 
the best of the faVored trails in the 
north. | 

For a very considerable portion of 
the distance the highway was equal 
to the best, but bad stretches of road 
here and there and obsolete and ex- 
pensive ferries at other points all 
tended to discourage the general nse 
of the trail along the gulf ports, where 
some ofthe greatest attractions are 
offered. 

To overcome this situation two of 
the great engineering feats of recent 
years was projected and undoubtedl 
will be completed before the 1927- 
motor tourist movement begins to 
wend its way through Georgia and 
Florida, some to continue on to the 
west coast. The bridge across Mo- 
bile bay is finished and has been in 
use for two months, and no less an 
authority than Governor Bibb Graves 
hds assured his own and Florida of- 
ficials that the stretch of road from 
the east approach of the bridge to 
the Florida line wil, be put in good 
condition at once. 

The key. to all this, however, is the 
14.5 mile New Orleans-Pontchartrain 
bridge, now 72 per cent completed and 
giving New Orleans for the first time 
an outlet to the north and east. It 
eliminates two ferry crossings, and by 
a route six miles shorter than the 
ferry it provides a direct route into 
Slidell, La., where it joins the Old 
Spanish ‘Trail, saving a detour via 
Baton Rouge of some miles.

A New Line of Action. 
The deplorable impasse at Geneva 


devioves upon us Americans a new line 


of action. 

The first demand is to cure the de- 
fects -in ovr agricultural structure. 
With a farm population better locat- 
ed for production and prosperity than 
any other like element on the globe, 
great sections of agriculturists are in 
economic distress and appealing for 
some plan of relief. The effects of 
war inflations and ensuing overproduc- 
tion of staples the world cannot buy, 
have thrust millions of farmers into 
unmanageable troubles and driven 
many hundreds of thousands of them 
from unprofitable farms to the vari- 
able employments of the towns and 
cities. 

Taking account of the world posi- 
tion today, and as it promises to be 


for years to come because of contin- 
ulng war burdens, we have too many 
farmers. They cannot all produce as 
they ought and find markets for their 
surpluses. 

Fifty years ago the product of one 
farmer’s labor would feed only two 
other men; today it will feed ten to 
twelve persons. Agricultural improve- 
ments in half a century have made 
the latter effect actual. 

A careful economic survey made this 
year. developes the undoubtable fact 
that we have twice the number of 
farmers that we can keep prosperous. 
One-fourth of our people on the farms 


is more than our markets demand.

The Logical Result Approaches. 

The young and the old alike are 
leaving the farms and going to the 
towns and cities. The population of 
the incorporated towns and cities is 
now, for the first time in our history, 
greater than that of the rural re- 
gions. 

The migrants from farm to town are 
not drawn to the latter by the white 
lights and the jazz bands. It is 
economic pressure that is forcing them 
to find at least hand-to-mouth liv- 
ing. 

Factoring of finished goods for 
world consumption is outpacing farm- 
ing, and hence the _ necessity that 
America shall seek the world markets 
and compete actively and successfully 
in them with all other nations. 

To that end we must keep our mech- 
anisms of manufacture in eonstant 
activity, that they may absorb the 
inflow to them of those who are ie- 
serting the farms, and make with 
our own powers the wares from our 
own raw materials. 


Hence, the new policy of rigidly 


restricting foreign immigration and 


keeping our employments for our own 
people, free from the cheaper labor 
from the pauper elements of Europe. 


More and more it is coming home 
to thoughtful Americans that we must 
not only “live at home” more ‘com- 


fortably, but we must do a large share 
of the work that will enable other

Nashville, Tenn., 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 
railway is a kind of “grandfather's” 
institution. 
Your grandfather and mine used to 
ride on its back in the days before 
the civil war. Perhaps even our 


great-grandfathers traveled on it witli? 


their hoopskirted ladies wedged in the 
marrow cars, deluged with a shower 
of sparks from the wood-burning loco- 
motives. 

In the 79 years of the road's his- 
tory not only have families for many 
generations traveled on the old N. & 
C., as it is familiarly called, but sev- 
eral generations of railroad men have 
worked on that road The jobs seem 
to pass from father to son, whether it 
be that of a section hand or president 
of the road. 

Thus two fathers and two sons have 
served ag presidents of the N. & C. 
—E. W. Cole from 1868 to 1880, and 
his son, Whitefoord R. Cole, from 
1918 to 1026, as well as John W. 
Thomas from 1884 to W06, and his 

_#on, John W. Thomas, Jr., from 1906 
to 1013. Indeed, the road has had 
only nine presidents in a space of 79 
years and two of these served only 
temporarily. For a space of 40 
years of the road's 79 years of exist- 
ense, the presidency of the railroad 
was held by members of two families, 
the Coles and Thomases. After the 
first two. presidents, who were mer- 
chants of Nashville, all but one of the 
nine presidents were of the N., C. & 
St. L. “family.” 

Tradition Maintained. 

In 1926 the directors met to elect a 
new president to succeed Whitefoord 
R. Cole, of Nashville, who was about 
to remove to Louisville to become 
president of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad. There wasn't any 
hesitation about the deliberations. 
With the old policy of keeping the 

d in loyal and familiar hands, the 
directors promptly elected James B. 
Hill, of Nashville. 

The election was one of those things 
that, you would know unhesitatingly 
in advance that the N. & C. would do. 
Mr. Hill had been an employee of 
the road for more than 30 years. He 
atarted as a relief agent at the little 
mining station of Bon Air, Tenn., at 
$15 per month. He gradually and 
slowly worked up through a larger 
agency, into @ division supetinten- 

dent’s office, then into a clerkship in 
fhe treasurer's office, finally to the 
treasureship, the clerk in the presi- 
dent's office, the assistant to the pres- 
ident and finally to the presidency. 
“Jim” Hill seemed to be the nominee 
without opposition. 

The story of President Jim Hill of 
the N. & C. isn't a smashing, colorful 
romance of railroading. It is, 
however, more typical of the Amer- 
jean scene—duty well done, loyalty 
always and thorough application. 

Incidents illustrating these points 
and buttressing this analysis are few. 
IT rather suspect that Mr. Hill has 
heen too busy working for the N.

still losing money, officials explain, 
but the loss is not so great as when 
steam trains were run. 

Loss of business to motor com- 
petition, while it concerns the N. C. 
& St. L. as it does every other rail- 
road, is not looked upon as a vital 
threat to the railroads. Just now, 
with various conditions making it 
necessary to continue the operation 
of services which the public is not 
using, the situation is “uncomfort- 
able,” in the view of railroad offi- 
cials; Ultimately, however, it is ex- 
pected that the public will be willing 
to rely on that service which it uses 
sordinarily so that the railroad will 
be able to eliminate the expense of 
unused service and e¢oncentrate on 
that part of its business which the 
public actually uses, 

“What the continuous investment 
of capital means is strikingly shown 
by the experience of the railroads,” 
said Mr. Hill. “With the engine of 
the °60’s such as the famous old 
‘General’ that now atands in the 
Union station at Chattanooga, trains 
of 200 tons could be handled between 
Nashville and Chattanooga in two 
days, with a night's lay-over between. 

Transportation Progresses. 

“Engines bought in 1870 were able 
to handle 16 of the little freight cars 
of the day, a train load of about 300 
tons, and get them over the road in 
one long day of 16 hours. ‘Today 
trains of 2,000 tons are handled’ in 
less than half that time. 

“Haulifg freight in the trains of 
1870 cost so much that the average 
rate had to be three cents per ton 
per mile, nearly three times as much 
as it is today, while the wages paid 
by the railroad then per hour were 
little more than a third as much as 


| those today. 


“But one thing could have made 
possible these results—reducing the 
cost of transportation through moving 
heavier trains and moving them fast- 
er. To do this has required more 
powerful locomotives, larger cars, 
stronger track and bridges to carry 
heavier trains at higher speeds, larger 
yards and terminals, better shops and 
a thousand other things that have cost 
money but in the long run have saved 
more. 

“Continuous investment of capital, 
some of it our own, much from the 
outside, has worked similar results in 
other southern: industries. The net 
effect of all of it is that the people 
of the south today are living in a 
standard of material comfort un- 
dreamed of even a few years ago, and 
at the same time are developing the 
spiritual, educational and cultural val- 
ues of life. All this, development, and 
the future prosperity that we confi- 
dently look forward to depend largely 
upon the attitude of the public -to- 
ward the many agencies of develop- 
ment and progress that are seeking 
in the south the conditions they need. 
Not the least important of these con- 
siderations is the maintenance of the 
policy of intelligent cooperation and 
fair dealing among our people.”’ 

“General’’ Famous Engine. 

You may note that Mr. Hill speaks 
of the “General’’ as though every 
reader knows what it is. Perhaps every 
southern reader knows, for it is the 
most famous engine in the south. It 
is another example of the road’s his- 
torical background. On the morning of 
April 12, 1862, Conductor W. A, 
Fuller left Atlanta in charge of a 
train which was pulled by this engine, 
When he reached Marietta, Ga. a 
party of strangers boarded the train, 
paying their fares to various points. 
They claimed to be refugees from the 
Union lines who wished to joim fhe 
Confederate army. In reality they were 
disguised Union soldiers under the 
command of James J. Andrews, of 
Flemingsburg, Ky.

A monument to those who fell in

and it teaches the 
young to love fair 
psy. chivalry and 

ealthful recrea- 
tion. . 

But, as I say, 
the public is not 
overly smart or it 
would do away 
with the police, 
who are constant- 
ly going around 
trying to put the 
handcuffs on our 
citizens, and-if one 
knight .of the 
squared! circle 
should’ happen to 
‘render the other 
knight _insensible 
in the first round 
you would be like- 
ly to hear squawks 
from the patrons 
‘of the sport about: 
bad matchmaking, 
and this sort of 
thing is contrary 
to the highest 
principles of the 
game. * | 
Introducing the Splasher. 

That is why a knight of the high- 
est principles sometimes will indulge 
in the practice of carrying a splasher 
around the country. A splasher is a 
knight who specializes in falling 
‘down upon his countenance with great 
picturesqueness and he is called a 
splasher. because this practice is 
known as taking a dive. When you 
are carrying a splasher you can al- 
ways be sure of giving the public sat- 
isfaction, as you can fight seven or 
eight splashing rounds and when you 
have given the public a square deal 
you can go into a clinch and tell your 
splasher that you are going to give 
him a terrific paste on the shoulder 


at the start of the next round, so that 
he can give the public the big splash. _ 

It is very hard to find a splasher 
with the best interests of the game at 
heart, as they get pasted so much that 
they become mentally fatigued, so a 
good splasher is the rarest gem in 
the glittering volume of  pugilictic 
achievement. 

When I was managing director of 
a champion we used the splasher sys- 
tem almost exclusively, but I assure 
you that we did this for the benefit of 
the public and not for any ulterior 
reasons, as he often announced that 
he was willing to fight any man the 
public selected for $250,000. 

In our program we usually fought 
a gruelling draw for six rounds and

put on the splash in the seventh, and 
1 must say that our splasher was very 
artistic and we would have kept him 
until the end of my knight’s reign ex- 
cept for an unfortunate incident in a 
town down in Arkansas where it is 
customary for a gentleman to carry 
a mending iron, which is really noth- 
ing but a shooting pistol.

But when we ar- 
rived we discoverefl that the sheriff 
was a gentleman by the name of 
Frame, which’ happehed to be the 
name of my champion So the sheriff 
insisted upon having the honor of 
Stabling the champion at his home 
and naturally I was invited to be his 
guest, too, although I must say that I 
did not enjoy the idea as the sheriff 
lived in the jail house and it always 
makes me nervous to sleep in a jail 
house, even as a social guest. 
A True Knight. 

The sheriff became very attached 
to my knight while we were training 
for the contest and he used to say: “‘l 
trust that you are not taking too much 
of a chance with this opponent, as | 
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I did not enjoy the idea, as the sheriff lived in the jail house, and it always makes me nervous to sleep 


hear that he is a very tough bum and 
has been knocking a number of our 
citizens bowlegged in the training.” 
But my bum would say he was only 
too glad to fight a tough bum, as he 
wished to be a true champion and up- 
hold the best traditions of the squared 
circle, and furthermore he would have 
no excuses if defeated, because he was 
in the pink of condition. 

“Well,’”’ the sheriff stated, “if he 
starts to paste you I would be glad 
to be of any assistance, and if you 
are getting the worst of it just call on 
me and I will jump into the squared 
circle with some of my fearless depu- 
ties and we will house your opponent 
up in jail on suspicion.” 


My knight begged the sheriff not to 
do anything of this nature on his be- 


» half, because he said he wished tq go 


down like a true champion, which 
was sportsmanlike of him, and more- 
over we did not wish to have our 
splasher housed up on suspicion, as 
it would be a blot on the bulwarks of 
clean sport, and we also had an en- 
gagement for another splash in Mem- 
phis a couple of nights later. 
Artistry Unappreciated. 

Well, on the night of the contest 
my knight took one on the potato, or 
nose, in the first round, and took a 
count of nine, as this was our usual 
procedure in accordance with our pol- 


‘icy of giving the public a rousing ex- 


hibition at all times. But the sheriff 
was not familiar with our policy, and 
he naturally thought our splasher was 
knocking out the champion, so when 
the round was over he told the 
splasher that he would consider it a 
personal insult if he knocked out the 
champion. The splasher had. very 
little respect for law and order, so he 
rudely told the sheriff to shut his 
bazoo, or face, and walked out to hit 
our knight another paste.- Our knight 
fell down in a reclining posture again, 
which was also in accordance, with our 
policy of giving the public a good ex- 
hibition, and just then the sheriff en- 
tered the squared circle, with several 
of his fearless man hunters, and ap- 
prehended our splasher on a charge 
of stealing a motor vehicle two weeks 
before. 

“But sheriff,” asserted our splasher, 
who was not very alert in the mental 
way, “there is some error as I was 
boxing the champion of Terre Haute 
two weeks ago and we have been box- 
ing constantly for the last six months. 
And furthermore, sheriff.’’ he stated, 
“IT am supposed to knock the cham- 
pion down in the first two rounds for 
the benefit of the public but he al- 
ways knocks me insensible with a ter- 
rific swing to the shoulder in the 
seventh.” 

So of course this aroused the sher- 
itf and there was so much indignation 
that we did not get our remuneration; 
but I will say that up to this untimely 
interference the public was greatly 
aroused over the contest. And I still 
claim that it is sometimes better to 
give the public what it wants than 


what it deserves, because the public 
is not very smart, and in a serious 
contest my knight would have push- 
ed the splasher in the tank in the first 
round, whereas we were giving. six 
fast and furious rounds between two 
ferocious brutes of the roped arena.

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When-Justice Triumphed 


HE world-wide search for the 
three d’Autremont brothers, 
who tried to follow in the 
footsteps of Jesse James, has 
ended, and the trio are now 
behind the bars serving life 

imprisonment in Oregon for one of 
the most appalling crimes in recent 
years—the four murders committed in 
the Siskiyou tunnel during an attempt- 
ed robbery of a Southern Pacific ex- 
press more than three years ago. 


Justice faced a perplexing problem 
in this case, for the killers left practi- 
cally no clews at the 
scene of their crime. 
It remained for a 
studious _tiniversity 
professor, who had 
gained some reputa- 
tion for solving knot- 
ty murder mysteries, 
to start the detec- 
tives on the right 
track. This man ex- 
amined a pair of 
overalls and a knap- 
sack and _ presently 
announced that three 
men had committed 
the crime and that 
one of them was a 
left-handed, brown- 
haired, smooth-shav- 
en, fastidious young 
man who had work- 
ed in a lumber camp 
of the northeast. 


After that it 
was merely a 
matter of find- 
ing the three 
men — which 
was no. small 
job. It is esti- 
mated that this 
man hunt, 
greater even 
than the hunt for Gerald Chapman, 
cost $500,000.

The Siskiyou tunnel murders, now 
finally cleared up with the confes- 
sion and imprisonment of the three 
d’Autremont brothers, presented a 
problem in criminal detection worthy 
of a Sherlock Holmes. 

No clews worthy of the name of 
clews were left by the killers, yet a 
University of California chemistry 
professor, after a microscopic exam- 
ination of a knapsack and a grimy 
pair of overalls, gave the authorities 
such an accurate description of the 
perpetrators that justice was able to 
run them down and clap them into 
prison. 

The murders occurred on October 
11, 1923. On that day the Southern 
Pacific express train No. 13, south- 
bound across the Klamath mountains 
in southern Oregon, had just entered 
the Siskiyou tunnel when bandits— 
just how many bandits was left to the 
professor to decide—climbed into the 
cab of the engine, covered the en- 
gineer and fireman with guns, and 
took control of the train. 


The engineer, at their instruction, 
brought the train to a stop near the 
far end of the tunnel, and then the 
robbers set to work on the mail car. 

Ten seconds later the passengers in 
the cars to the rear were deafened by 
an explosion that shook the moun- 
tain. 

Coyle O. Johnson, a brakeman, 
swung himself off the train and ran 
forward toward the engine. He had 
reached the baggage car when a fig- 
ure stepped out of the darkness and 
shot him dead. 

Passengers crowded to the car 
exits and piled out into the tunnel 
only to be driven back by steam and 
smoke and gas from the explosion. 
They saw that the forward part of 
the train was afire. Members of the

the far west as a scientific detective. 


The serious, studious little man who 
worked with test tubes and micro- 
scopes in the university laboratory 
had figured in a number of west coast 
mysteries, emerging like a figure in 
fiction to solve riddles of crime and 
then returning quietly to his test tubes 
and lectures. 


Professor Heinrich’s Amazing Report. 

“Send the things to Heinrich,” 
came the suggestion from all sorts of 
quarters, particularly from California 


policemen and newspaper men who 
had watched Heinrich work. 

And so. presently the federal agents 
delivered over to the professor the 
four articles found at the scene. Sev- 


- eral days passed and then the chem- 


ist made his amazing report: 


“The mah who wore these over- 
alls,’ he said, ‘‘was a_ left-handed, 
brown-haired lumberjack, not more 
than 25 years 
old,. about 5 feet, 
8 inches in 
height, . thickset, 
fastidious in his 
personal habits, 
and clean shav- 
en. He had re- 
cently bee'n 
working in 
northwestern Or- | 


Washington in 
the camps where 
fir trees are be- 
ing felled. He 
was one of three 
men who com- 
mitted the 
crime.”’ 


The detectives 
were astounded 
and not. alto- 
gether credulous. 
How could any- 
body tell from a 
pair of overalls 
that the wearer 
had beens not 
more than 25 
years old — and 
all those other 
things? And 
how could he possibly conclude that 
three men had taken part in the 
crime? 


Professor Heinrich explained. 


He said that the size and cut of 
.the overalls determined 
the size and probable 
build of the owner. 
Under the left-hand 
flap there were de- 
posits of pitch, show- 
ing that the man had 
taken off his clothes 
with his left hand, for 
the right-hand flap was 
clean. The — stains 
thought to have been 
motor oil had turned 
out to be gum from 
pine or fir trees. 

From one of the but- 
tons the professor had 
taken one or two hairs 
that caught there in the 
course of dressing and 
undressing, and from 


Hugh d'Autremont, the right-hand pocket 


of the overalls he had 
taken small chips of the wood and 
needles of the Douglas fir, a variety 
of tree common to the northwest. 
Also some extremely fine fingernail 
parings or filings.

In the left-hand pocket the profes- ° 
sor had found nothing of note. 

All these substances the chemist ex- 
amined under his microscope. The 
particles of hair were compared with 
standard tables showing the conditios 
of human hair at various ages. Hein- 
rich thus deduced that the wearer of 
the overalls had been under 25 years 
of age, while the presence of the chips 
and needles in the right-hand pocket 
indicated that he had stood with his 
right side nearest the tree he was 
chopping, and that: he must therefore 
be left-handed. 

He Directs His Attention to Knapsack. 

Next Professor Heinrich directed 
his attention to the knapsack. This 
had contained a pair of overshoes, 
soaked with creosote to foil blood- 
hounds in case they were used. The 
chemist found in this knapsack three 
or four grains of rock salt, which led 
him to conclude that the bandits had 
made their rendezvous at some cat- 
tleman’s cabin not far away. Such - 
a place was found five miles from the 
Siskivou tunnel. 

In this cabin were found a towel, 
hanging on a nail, and parts of the 
magneto used for the explosion. The: 
towel, placed under a powerful micro- 
scope, showed whis- 
ker cuttings and 
shaving debris. Hein- 
rich said that the dif- 
ference in the shade: 
and quality of the: 
hair and skin par- 
ticles determined . 
that there wére three 
men. 

He said that the 
fingernail — parings 
and filings showed 
that the wearer of 
the overalls had been 
a fastidious © person, 
quite different from 
the general run of 
lumberjacks. 

So his work was 
done. The profes- 
sor went back. 
to his test tubes 
and lectures 
while one of 
the greatiest 
manhunts of 
history got un- 


der way. 
Professor 
Heinrich had 


performed 
wonders, He 
had constructed a picture of one of 
the bandits out of practically hopeless 
materials. But justice was still a long, 
long way from its goal. There were 
thousands of lumber camps in the 
northwest and such a_ description 
might fit a vast multitude of men, 


However, this was a crime in which 
the federal government was interest-

> “God,” “The Problem of Evil,” and 


“Immortality” are of distinct apolo- 
getic value. 

This is not the kind of apologetics 
which endeavors to bolster up dis- 
credited traditions, but the true type 
of apologetics which demonstrates 
that the new knowledge is in reality 
an ally of the faith, and that no es- 
sential element of the faith is dis- 
corded. 

The chapter-on “The Bible”’ is an 
unanswerable refutation of the no- 
tions of fundamentalism. 

In part two the author gives a frank 
discussion of: “The Race Problem.” 
He writes: “It is our belief that only 
as we persistently apply and practice 
the*principles of Jesus can we truly 


face the crisis of the race problem in 
America and solve it.” 

In ‘‘The ethics of war,” the author 
pertinently asks, “How long is the 
church to condemn war in general and 
then advocate each war in particu- 
lar?” 

There are chapters on “Industrial 
Unrest,” ‘Wealth and Poverty,” 
“Collective Bargaining” and other 
phases of the industrial problem. 

The volume closes with a chapter 
on “The Faith of the Modern Chris- 
tian.” : 

“New Challenges to Faith,” by 
Sherwood Eddy. George H. Doran 
Company, New York City. Price Fifty 
Cents. 

In this volume; the author has six 
chapters on “The New Science, ‘‘The 
New Psychology,” ‘‘The New Discov- 
ery of God,” “The New View of the 
Bible,” ‘“‘What Is Christianity,’”’ and 
“The New Reformation.” 

Within a compass of two hundred 
and fifty-six pages, the author gives 
a clearer and more comprehensive 
statement of the subjects involved 
than many treatises of much larger 
dimensions. 

In “The New Science” Mr. Eddy 
points out the five great issues that 
have arisen between science and the- 
ology. 

The first was between the concep- 
tion of a flat or spherical earth. Those 
who maintained the inerrancy of 
Scripture contended that there was no 
warrant for a round world. 

The second controversy was as to 
whether the sun or the earth was the 


A 
center of our Solar System. Many 


church leaders and those who held to 
a literal interpretation of the Scrip- 
ture bitterly opposed the theory that 
the earth moved around the sun. 

The third great issue comes with 
the discovery of the law of gravita- 
tion. 

This was condemned by ecclesias- 
tical authorities as ‘‘natural law.” 

The fourth controversy was be- 
tween the exponents of the discoveries 
of geology and the supporters of the 
conventional orthodox chronology. 

The fifth issue is the question of 
evolution. And so throughout the 
volume there is the presentation of 
the conflict between old and new con- 
ceptions. 

“Suffering and the War,” by Sher- 
wood Eddy. Longmans, Green and 
Co., London and New Yoxk. 

While the author deals at more 
length with the suffering of war, yet 
the whole problem is raised as to suf- 
fering in its variety of forms. 

The author finds three possible 
uSes of adversity or purposes of pain. 
Suffering may either be disciplinary, 
remedial or redemptive. 

Because of the result of suffering 
in the development of human _ char- 
acter there is the reconciliation be- 
tween suffering and the love of a 
heavenly Father. The saintliness of 
the highest saints who have lived in 
our world has been -made possible by 
suffering. 

Suffering is involved in the very 
conditions of moral character. 

These conditions are four: Human 


freedom, a society of human relation- 
ship, a world of law and order, and 
an imperfect developing environment. 

We can imagine a world of auto- 
matic machines without these condi- 
tions, but we cannot imagine a world 
of developing human lives without 
these conditions. 

At the same time there is much suf- 
fering which is against the will of 
God and which should be removed 
from the world. The suffering which 
man brings upon himself and others 
by sin and the suffering from man’s 
inhumanity to man should not be.

ND yet, no fortress is quite impreg- 
nable. Last week I showed you the 
Palace of the Popes in Avignon, a 


powering strength that (like the 
3 pyramids) it seemed one of the few 
monuments that had been built for the ages. 
The same could not be said of the Wartburg. 
It was just like a couple of hundred other 
feudal castles which dot the central and 
northern part of the European mainland. It 
had a few towers and a few walls and stood 
on a low hill and in the days before the 
invention of gun powder it could hope to 
withstand the average mediaeval siege about 


as well as any other burg of that day 
and age. 


In short, the Wartburg was a very 
commonplace castle (as such pieces of archi- 
tecture go) and even the fact that the 
saintly Elizabeth of Hungary had lived there 
with her brute of a husband did not make 
it one of the interesting relics of the six- 
teenth century. : 


But then it happened that the leader 
of the great revolt against the mediaevel 
church found a refuge here from the police 
of the Emperor Charles and used his en- 
forced period of leisure to translate the Bible 
into the modern German vernacular. And 
that lifted the Wartburg out of the rank of 
a mere fortress and made it a literary monu- 
ment of the first rank, 


We are so accustomed to accept your 
language, our English, our French, our Ger- 
man, as something that has “always been” 
that it is difficult for us to imagine a time

when there was no standard English or 
French or German language, when there 
were a large number of dialects, when al- 
most anybody wrote as it pleased him and 
when (with the exception of Greek and 
Latin and Hebrew, which less than one per 
cent of the population understood) no little 
boys or girls were ever punished for their 
“bad spelling’ because no one knew what 
the correct method of spelling was. 


This blessed age of innocence came 
abruptly to an end when the English and 
German Bibles proclaimed a definite stand- 
ard of spelling and syntax. 


But that was merely part of the work 
which Luther, the first of great reformers, 
accomplished during his retreat On the 


Wartburg. During his stay in the old | 
fortress he had, for once in his life, a chance 
jo rest and to be the master of his own 
thoughts and it was here that he came to ‘ 
the conclusion that the breach between his H 
own followers and those who had remained ' 


faithful to the older conception of faith was 
too much of a question of fundamental prin- 
ciples to allow of a compromise and that a 
formal breach was the only possible solu- 
tion of the difficulties that had arisen. 

And on the day he reached that de- 
cision he laid the foundations for the great- 
est part of our own history and pointed to | | 
the road which the English and Dutch : 
Protestants afterwards were to follow, suc- | 
cess in that part of the world which is now 
our home. |

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We have all noticed climbing plants 
which attach themselves for support 
to trees and other thinsg stronger than 
themselves. Without the opportunity 
to elevate themselves by clinging, the 
flowers of these vines would not be 
displayed to. the bee and the seeds to 
birds and wind, but they would have 
to mingle with the plant-covered sur- 
face of the ground. 

The tendency of plants is to form 
spirals. Not all, however, coil or 
twist. The Virginia creeper attaches 
itself by means of adhesive disks, while 
the gourd and grape use tendrills. 

Of those that form spirals, a great 
peculiarity is noticed in the direc- 
tion of twisting—some turning to the 
right, others to the left. 
bean ascends toward the right, while 
the hop viae as consistently turns to 
the left. The honeysuckle and yam 
likewise take the left direction.

Set two posts in the bed of the 
stream or lake where the water is 
about waist-deep. These should 
the height of a vinegar barrel apart, 
plus three or four inches. Bore a 
Heme hole threnugh the exact center 
of each end of the barrel. Bore a 
hole through each post to match, two 
inches above the water level. Then 
drive a pipe through both posts and 
barrel to form the axle, 

The posts can be braced with rocks 
or a cros: plece underneath the water 
if they tend to wabble. The other 
equipment required is a plank ten 
inches wide, two inches thick and from 
12 to 16 feet long. This is placed 
on top of the-barrel as shown, 
Offhand it may not appear to be a 
difficult task to mount one end of 
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the plank. with a friend on the other, 
and to ride up and down, But when 
you take your place and one end 

up, a nae thing happens, 
barrel will roll, causing the plank te 
slide down into the water with a 
great splash and a complete ducking 
of the chap on the lower end. (Be 
sure to raise your feet as you roll over 
the barrel.) 

To prevent the barrel from turning 
too vasily, tap some wooden wedges 
around the pipe to increase friction. 
With a little practice you can get 
just the tension you want. 

By simply nailing the center of the 
plank to the top of the barrel you 
will have an ordinary teeter-totter in
